Ten years ago to-day a great sob 
of rellef burst from the ‘hearts of 
millions of men and women of 
many races. Agonised tears ex- 
preased {tf for many, a deep

. lesa yell of victory!. . . 
Ten years have helped ua to aee 
the thing in proportion. On the 
first Armistice Day we ware al-

the individuals of othor races’ who

we were Jargely thoughtless of 
anyone's feellngs except our own

Children of One Family.

in all the nations ongaged, who 
were broken and crushed in body, 
mind and spirit, by the devilish 
‘machinery of war.- ”. 

Our iiusiois’ about war’ have 
almost vanished. No one ‘will 
deny, of course, that some glori- 
ous characteristica are evoked by 
ii, A natural unity of aim and 
purpose, magnificent courage and 
self-sacrifice, atern self-discipline 
and persistent: devotion to duty, 
wonderful comradeship and trium. 
phant cheerfulness In the midst of 
misery. These things are some of 
the peaks of ‘human attainment. 


Virtues for Pence. 


But, whereas we once «praised 
war itself for producing these 
‘glories, we: now realise that. we 
need such virtues desperately for 
peace and not for war, and that 
war, . which certainly calls them 
out, yet calls out from human 
nature far more: that [s evil than 
tint is good. ; 

Our Incrensing clarity of vision 
is showing us that the whole blame 
for war cannot ever be Inid at a 
aJugle doorstep. 
{n some’ way, responsible for the 
suffering and’ death which war 
brings in ita train. , i 

The-human race is atill refusing 
to organise its life accérding to 
‘the fundamental principle 
love—therefore it suffers as must 
always be the case—and the in- 
nocent suffer with the guilty, be- 
enuse we are all one family. 

« -T think that we have at last 
reached ‘the point of fenrless 
honesty in this mutter. “And 
therefore we must admit that those 


who aulfered, and are suffering | 


still, as the result of the war, were 
sierificed on a heathen-altar—the 
altar of man’s Jovelessness—in 
almost exactly the same way as 
Jesus Christ, in Wis life and at 
Ils crucifixion, was sacrificed on 
the altar of man's refusal of God. 


The Sins of Men. | 


We. thank God with all our 
hearts to-day for all that was 
magnificent in the men who faced 
and yave themselves to this sacri- 
flee, but we have need to bo utterly 
humble and penitent for the sins 
of men which cause war and pro- 
duce ‘auch awful suffering, 

But some may say “What have 
I t© do with it? I did not make 
the war" No,/ but everyone of 
us knows perfectly well, if ha Is 
honest with himself, that he has 
within him,.on the scale of a 
single Individual, all the ‘needs 
which, when they come to their 
full harvest in social and inter. 
national life, produce — envy, 
hatred, malice and uncharitableness 
in the mass nnd s0 cause war, 

When Jesus walked the earth, 
Ne came to men with hands stret- 
ched out to bring them al] that 
is good, all joy and truth, love 
and peace.» And men said to Him 
“We want neither you nor what 
you bring!" and they thought that 
by killing Him they would get 
their way. 3 

So they schemed and plotted and 
Ned and nailed Him to a cross to 
hang in ignomony and agony until 
Ho died,’ They cast him out -of 
the vineyard that the inheritance 
might. bo.thelrs,; But the inheri- 
lance was not theirs. They had 
refused the way of God and they 
wore the losers. Christ was the 
victor und the world in Ita wiser 
moments acclaims, him as such. 
By His -supreme sacrifice he has 
provided men, for all time, with a 
picture of what: the’ refusal of 
God's way resulta In and the egn- 
templation of that sacrifice-is the 
most. powerful ‘possible incentive 
to a change of mind’ and life. 


. Hope For the Future,
